BREATHING SPELL” 
ON FLANDERS LINE 


British and French Consoli- 
dating Their Gains Along 
Ypres Front — No Strong 
Attacks by Either Side. 


New York, October 10.—(By Associ- 
ated Press. From European Cables of 
the Day.)—As is customary after the 
attainment of the objectives in his 
drives, Field Marshal Haig on Wednes- 
day permftted the British troops in 
Flanders to have a_i breathing spell 
while consolidating their gains of 
Tuesday along the Ypres front. Like- 
wise, the French forces under the Brit- 
ish left flank were busily engaged in 
organizing their newly won positions. 

A heavy rain fell during the day and 
no attempts at strong attacks were 
made by either side, although at vari- 
ous points there were small. forays in 
the nature of line straightening op- 
erations by the British and French, 
and weak attempts at counter offens- 
ives on the part of the Germans. These 
latter maneuvers all were repulsed and 
the allies held thé ground they won 
Tuesday. 

Along the right bank of the Meuse 
in the Verdun sector, the Germans, 
north of the Bois le Chaume, after a 
violent bombardment, penetrated the 
French line at several points, but were 
kept from proceeding farther by the 
fire of General Petain’s artillerists, 

In the Austro-Italian theater, the 
Austrians attempted to gain ground on 
the Carso plateau, but in the furious 
fighting they were worsted, suffering 
heavy casualties. Along the Bain- 
sizza plateau lively artillery duels again 
are in progress. 

Considerable activity both by artil- 
lery and infantry continues on the 
Riga front in Russia; Southeast of the 
Spitali farm the Germans have violent- 
ly bombarded Russian positions, In 
the middle sector of this front the duels 
have reached considerable proportions 
to the north of Lake Miadrziol.

Enlisted men of Company B were at 
mess at the time and were attracted 
to the scene by the shot. He was found 
lying on the floor of Company B quar- 
ters, the smoking revolver a few feet 
from the body. He was dead. when 
reached. 

Sergeant Goodrich, it is stated, had 
for several days been brooding over 
the news of the suicide of one of his 
brothers three weeks ago in Missouri. 


about. 40 years of age. He had ‘been 
in active service in the United States 
army for fifteen years. The battalion 
of the Seventeenth, in which he was 
serving, only three weeks ago reé- 
turned from Chickamauga, where it 
had been stationed. 

Goodrich, it is said, had held him- 
self aloof from the rest of the enlisted 
men in his company since the _ regi- 
ment returned—not caring to mingle 
with others.

He was in the first battal- 
ion of the Seventeenth regiment. 

Members of his company state that 
he was not naturally given to fits of 
despondency, but had brooded constant- 
ly following the news three weeks ago 
of his brother’s suicide. It had been 
his custom, they stated, to.take active 


linterest in every phase of his military 


duties, but that of late he had seemed 
indifferent about his office, 

The body was removed to the under- 
taking parlors of Harry G. Poole Wed- 
nesday afternoon.

Hardman. 


Georgia will be amply supplied with 
coal to meet her needs during the win- 
ter at prices which will c mply with 


compulsion, according to 

expressed yesterday by Dr. L. 

man, of Commerce, Ga., fuel adminis- 
trator for the state of Georgia. 

Dr. Hardman held a conference at 
the Piedmont hotel on Wednesday with 
prominent coal dealers of Atlanta and 
Fulton county, when he fully explained 


ithe purpose and scope of the fuel ad- 
| ministration. 
| tended the 
‘loyalty 


The coal dealers who at- 
conference pledged their 
to the government in its ef- 
forts. to handle the coal situation to 


the best advantage, and promised their 


hearty co-operation. 
Want to Do “Square Thing.” 
“The coal dealers,” said Dr. Hard- 
man, “are evidencing a desire to do 
the square thing, and it is my opinion 
that there will need to be very little 
of the compulsory feature necessary in 
order to place the coal situation in 
Georgia on a satisfactory basis.” 
Local dealers are now selling at 


prices arrived at by the government 
regulations, accordimg to Dr.  Hard- 
man’s investigation, and if there are 
exceptions no time wih be lost by the 
administration in ascertaining viola- 
tions of the law and seeing that proper 
adjustment is made. 

The act of congress prescribing prof- 
its for dealers became effective October 
1, and it is the duty of all dealers to 
ascertain for themselves just what their 
prices should be:and to submit their 
figures to the administration. 

Dealers may arrive at their prescrib- 
ed price by increasing 30 per cent the 
average gross margin of profit which 
they netted in 1915, and adding this to 
the price paid to the producer today. In 
no case, however, must the final retail 
price exceed the retail price of July, 
1917. 

Dr. Hardman stated that the organi- 
zation of the state administration would 
soon be perfected throughout the state 
and systematic operation begun.

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ZONE SYSTEM REPEAL 


URGED BY PUBLISHER 


Circulation Managers Assert 
Postage Rate Changes Are 
Working Hardship. 


The new zone system of postage rates 
prescribed by the recent act of con- 
gress is working untold hardships on 
publishers, according to the opinion of 
delegates to the International Circula- 
tion Managers’ association, and a vigor- 
ous campaign for a readjustment of 
rates is planned. The sentiment which 
prevails in the convention now in ses- 
sion at the Piedmont hotel is expressed 
in the following resolution which was 
unanimously adopted at the Wednes- 
day session of the convention: 

Resolved, That the International Circula- 
tion Managers’ association enter formal pro- 
test against the new second-class zone rate, 
because of its belief that the new rate is 
oppressive, unjust and injurious to the pub- 
lishing business; that while willing and 
glad to pay increased taxes for the support 
of the American army and navy, we seé, 
in the postal rate adopted by congress, 
only a service charge for services rendered. 

Committee Is Named. 


A committee of five was appointed 
by President J. M. Schmid to formulate 
and execute plans whereby congress 
may be prevailed upon to repeal the 
law at the next session. 

Delegates who ‘spoke on the ques- 
tion when it came before the conven- 
tion for discussion declared that the 
operation of the law, if continued, 
would put many newspapers and maga- 
zines out of business and work untold 
hardship both to the publisher and sub- 
scriber., 4 

F. lL. Frugone, of The _ Bollottino 
Della Serra, an Italian paper of New 
York, stated that the papers printed in 
foreign languages, the circulation of 
which is scattered over all parts of 
the country, could not continue to op- 
erate under the law, and pointed out 
the grave danger which would threaten 
the pwhblic by their discontintlance. 

“These are not foreign papers,” said 
Mr. Frugone, “they are American pa- 

ers, printed in foreign languages. . It 
s through these papers that America’s 
foreign-born citizens are educated and 
taught what America stands for. They 
cannot read papers printed in English, 
and unless it is possible for us to teach 
them through the medium of the press 
patriotism and loyalty, they will listen 
to the voice of the agitator afid the 
traitor, and grave danger will confront 
the country on this account, 


Must Have Written Word. 


“These so-called foreign papers—but 
really American papers—go to the man 
who digs ditches and works on rail- 
roads, from one end of the country to 
the other. If we do not get the true 
written word to them by a paper which 
they can read and understand, then 
those who are disloyal to their country

WAR DEPARTMENT: The war de- 
partment is located at Washington, D. 


C., and controls through its various 
branches the supply and the movement 
of the army. The head of the war de- 
Partment is a member of the presi- 
dent’s cabinet and is known as the sec- 
retary of war. He has charge of the 
carrying out of the policy of the presi- 
dent in military affairs, directly repre- 
senting the president, and is bound al- 
Ways to act in accordance with the 
president’s instructions; his acts are 
the president’s acts, and his directions 
and orders are the president’s direc- 
tions and orders. 

His military adviser is the chief of 
staff, who is detailed by the president 
from officers of the army not below 
the grade of brigadier general. 

In the war department also is the ad- 
jutant general of the army, who is re- 
sponsible for the keeping of records 
and orders, and who corresponds, but 
in a much larger degree, to the regi- 
mental adjutant. 

Fach division of the army also has 
a chief of staff and adjutant, who per- 
form for the division duties similar 
to those of the chief of staff and ad- 
jutant general in the war department. 

WATCHES: A watch is a useful ar- 
ticle of equipment for all soldiers, the 
one arranged for wearing on the wrist 
being the most convenient for con- 
stant use. Those with 
dials for night work will be of great 
value in the field.

Work Begun Wednesday on Site ; 
Preparatory to Building at Once 
Camp’s Immense “Hostess House” 


Work was begun Wednesday mov- 


ing the cottage now occupying the 
center of the site and grading the 
ground, preparatory to quickly pbuilding 
the big “Hostess House” at Camp Gor- 
don, and this will not only be the 
largest building in the big war city, 
but by all odds the finest. It will not 
be a ‘camp house” ip any sense. The 
“Hostesg House” will occupy the space 
between the telephone exchange build- 
ing and the central Y auditorium, 
which is now used by the 82d division 
as a receiving station. The Y audi- 
torium is a ee building, at present 
the largest building in the camp, hav- 
ing a seating capacity of more than 
3,000, but the great “Hostess House” is 
to ‘be thirty feet wider and forty feet 
longer, making the structure an im- 
mense one, 

The “Hostess House” is to be built 

by the National War Council of the 
Army Y. W. C. A. It is to be a home- 
like place where the women—the moth- 
ers, wives, sisters and sweethearts of 
the soldiers—will meet with them. 
There will be a large sitting room and 
adjoining writing and r ings rooma, 
a rest room, dressing rooms and toi- 
ets. 
There will be a cafeteria 200 feet 
square, with ample kitchen equipment 
and facilities, and there will be porch- 
es on three sides of the house, where, 
in good weather, a complete view of 
the camp and activities can be seen. 

This hostess house will be under the

Many Atlanta Boys in the Ambulance Corps 


CAMP WHEELER WILL 
TAKE 10,200 DRAFTMEN 


Fifth, Largest Georgia’ Regi- 
ment, Alone Needs 2,000 
‘More Men. 


Camp Wheeler, Macon, Ga., October 
10.—(Special.)—It will take ‘15,200 se- 
lectmen from the national army to fill 
up the gaps in the national guard units 
located at this camp. Two thousand 
will be necessary to complete the 122d 
infantry, Fifth Georgia. 

The Atlanta regiment is the largest 
in the camp, but when all gaps are 
filled the original members will be 
several hundred in the minority. It now 
has about 1,600 men. Under the former 
organization table 2,002 men were the 


maximum. The new table increases the 
size’ of infantry companies from 150 


men to 250 men. At full strength, one 
infantry regiment will comprise only a 
few hundred men less than the entire 


| Georgia brigade at the time it was 


sent to the Mexican border last year. 
Because the war department has an- 
nounced that former guard units will 
be reinforced by selectmen from the 
states from which the guardsmen came, 
of the selectmen 
will be sent from Camp Gordon to 


bring regiments from Georgia and Ala- 
bama to full war strength. 

Most of the selectmen will be as- 
signed to infantry regiments, as they 
will be the largest units. At least 
4,500 will be required for the One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-first infantry, Seec- 
ond Georgia, and the One Hundred and 
Twenty-second infantry, Fifth Georgig. 
In addition the machine gun companies 
of each of the Georgia regiments will 
require about 100 men, as_ thetr 
strength will be 178 officers and men 
each. The One Hundred and Seven- 
teenth Machine Gun battalion of the 
Sixty-first brigade, to which most of 
the Georgia troops are assigned, will 
require several hundred men. 

Selectmen for the Alabama infantry 
regiment of the Sixty-second brigade 
also will come from Camp Gordon. The 
One Hundred and Sweaty tire infan- 
try, First Alabama, will need 2,100 
men; the machine gun company of that 
regiment will require at least 100, and 
the One Hundred and Highteenth ma- 
chine gun battalion of the brigade 
probably 600, 

Approximately 8,000 men will be 
sent from Camp Gordon for the infan- 
try and machine gun units unless plans 
are changed, : 

The One Hundred and Twenty-fourth 
infantry, Second Florida, will be filled 
up with men from Camp Jackson. . It 
will need about 2,200 men.

State Department Publishes 

Telegrams Showing Am- 
bassador Was Directing 
Head of German Plots in 
United States. 


Washington, October 10.—Secretary 
Lansing drew upon his collection of se- 
cret German diplomatic correspondence 
again today to shed further light upon 
what the German foreign office and 
general staff were doing in this coun- 
try while nominally at peace with the 
United States, 

He gave to the public, without com- 
ment as usual, three brief cablegrams, 
disclosing that more than a year before 
submarine piracy drove America to war 
the Berlin government was instructing 
Ambassador von Bernstorff to arrange 
for destruction of Canadian railroads 
and to use Irish-Americans in carrying 
on sabotage in their own country. They 
showed, too, that Von Bernstorff on 
his part was even at that early date 
seeking authority to suppert a cam- 
paign to influence congress. & 

Text of Telegrams.

Of the three men mentioned in the 
secomi message, McGarrity is a promi- 
nent Irish leader of Philadelphia, and 
Jeremiah O’Leary, besides heading the 
American Truth society is editor of 
sull, a publiéation recently barred 
from the mail as seditious. While no 
one in the state department would un- 
dertake to positively identify the John

of Chicago, and that Casement did not 
know that he had been dead for sev- 
eral months. It also was suggested 
that Casement might have proposed 
these names simply because he had met 
the men and knew them as Irish agita- 
tors in this country, without any cor- 
respondence with them on the subject. 

There was no official attempt to 
identify the Dr, Hale recommended by 
Von Bernstorff as an authority on the 
work of the embargo conference, which 
so liberally bombarded congress’ with 
telegrams demanding that munition 
shipments to the allles cease. Dr. Wil- 
liam Bayard Hale, one time envoy of 
President Wilson to Mexico, and au- 
thor of a Biography of the president, 
was in Berlin about that time as a 
newspaper correspondent and appar- 
ently was on intimate terms with the 
German government, Dr. Hale’s atti- 
tude. on the embargo question is said 
to have .@ilined his relations at’ the 
white house before he went to Ger- 
many. 

Germany International Criminal, 

In spite of the absence of formal com- 
ment, administration officials did not 
hesitate to discuss the latest disclosure 
privately and to describe it as a nat- 
ural and proper development of the 


whole tremendous indictment against 
Germany as an international criminal 
and lawless violator of the most ele- 
mentary and generally accepted princi- 
ples of international intercourse and 
comity. They declared that not only 
does this correspondence, taken in con- 
nection with what went bef@pe has 
already been made public by the state 
department, convict the German gov- 
ernmént through the kKaiser’s personal 
representatives in this country of vio- 
lating American neutrality and the ef- 
fort to deal a blow at its European ene- 
mies, but it clearly discloses the cal- 
culated German purpose to strangle the 
administration in any attempt which it 
might make to preserve that neutral- 
itv by deep-laid plots to embarrass the 
executive branch of the government. 
Beginning with rather mild state- 
ments of German intrigues, each batch 
of telegrams that have been given to

the American press has developed 
graver ions against Germany, 
and today’s disclosures are regarded as 
vastly strengthening the indictments, 
not only in the new matter disclosed 
but in supplying missing links in the 
chain of evidence to connect the Ger- 
man foreign office and the German em- 
peror’s personal representative in this 
country with the sinister conspiracy 
against American integrity and the 
very lives of American citizens. 


To Stop Pacifist Agitation. 


Secretary Lansing has conferred with 
the French ambassador and with the 
British ambassador, in the latter case 
as recently as yesterday, and it is un- 
derstood that the startling disclosures 
made public today, as well as those 
which have preceded them from the 
same source, has been made with the 
full knowledge and approval of the en- 
tente governments. That they will have 
an effect upon the French and British 
public as well as in America is fully 
realized here. In all three countries, 
where there has been more or less agi- 
tation in favor of an immediate peace, 
even if inconclusive, the governments 
have found it necessary to exert them- 
selves to prevent such a spread of paci- 
fist ideas as might jeopardize the suc- 
cess of the armies in the field, 

The keystone of the arch upon which 
any such peace negotiations must rest 
is recognition of the honor and integ- 
rity of the German government in its 
international agreements. This further 
demonstration of the perfidy and dis- 
honor of German  officialdom, it is 
hoped in administration circles, will 
tend to silence much of the pro-Ger- 
man peace propaganda, not only in 
America, but among the entente pow- 
ers in Europe. . 

Among the Interesting features of 
the dispatches made public today is the 
evidence that the embargo conference 
which was held in this country in the 
summer of 1916 already had 
support from the German government. 
Apparently the statement supplies the 
missing thread in the story of Bern- 
storff’s request for the $50,000 with 
which to influence congress’ through an 
unnamed organization. It is admitted 
»by the officials that many of the per- 
sons who participated in the embargo 
conference, which was the chosen Ger- 
man agency to influence congress, prob- 
ably were in ignorance of the fact that 
they or their more or less distinguished 
names were being used by a few tralit- 
ors in German pay. : sie 

It is believed that other disclosures 
are in. prospect, but the stat depart- 
ment makes no promise in th respect. 


JEREMIAH O’LEARY 
MAKES DENIAL. 


New York, October 10.—Jeremiah 
president of the American 
Truth society, denied here today that 
he had ever had anything to do with 
pro-German sabotage in munitions 
plants in this country or Knew any- 
thing about it, as indicated in dis- 
patches from the German foreign 
office to former German Ambassador 
von Bernstorff given out by Secretary 
of State Lansing. 

“The Zimmermann message, 
uine, is a complete surprise to me,” he 
declared. “The only thing 1 can say 
about it is that it is a matter about 
which I. €éould possibly know nothing. 
What Zimmermann might say to his 
military representative I could not in 
any way control, but 1 am the con- 
troller of my own conduct, and as such 
I can positively say that I have had 
nothing to do with sabotage nor have 

ever been approached by any Ger- 
man agent on that subject. 

“It is an outrage for the state de- 
partment to publish documents reflect- 
ign on American eitizens without any 
proof that they have been connected 
with the subject matter. I ha been 
active in fighting the British propa- 
ganda with my voice, pen and ener- 
gies, because [ have been convinced 
that reason is a far more effective 
weapon than dynamite. 

“My work has been out fn the open. 
I have been connected with no secret 
intrigues. Every newspaper In the 
country is familiar with my work and 
Mr. Lansing knows this as well as they 
do.”’ 

O’Leary made public a_e telegram 
which he said he had sent to Secretary 
Lansing. It asserted there was not a 
“scrap of evidence to prove I have ever 
been connected with the subject mat- 
ter of the Zimmerman note.”

Statement by Dr. Hale. 
Dr. William Bayard Hale made the

her@ in reference to the mention of his 
name in the dispatch from Von Bern- 
storft: 

“Yes, I Know something of ‘the 
American embargo conference.’ Early 
in the year 1915 (more than two years 
before the United States entered the 
war) I was surprised by a visit of a 
gentleman from Chicago (I do not re- 
member his name), who had seen an 
article or two of mine deprecating war. 
He asked me to make a speech in Chi- 
cago before an assembly of ladies and 
gentlemen who hope to preserve 
peace, and who, as I remember, he 
thought would formgan organization 
to promote public opinion against the 
further shipment of arms and ammu- 
nition from America, 

“I expressed some sympathy with 
the idea, but declined to go to Chi- 
cago to speak. A few months later I 
was astonished to find my name print- 
ed on the stationery of ‘The American 
Embargo conference’ as ‘chairman of 
the national board.’ 

“Consulting my letter files, I find 
that on December 7, 1915, I wrote to 
the executive secretary of this organi- 
yvation expressing surprise that they 
had used my name, and asking -..em to 
withdraw it from their stationery. 
Some correspondence followed, and my 
name was withdrawn from their sta- 
tionery. On my part, I expressed 
sympathy with their movement so far 
as I was acquainted with it, but de- 
clined to associate myself with the 
organization. 

“These perfectly proper and’ inno- 
cent events took place in the closing 
months of the year 1915—two years 
ago. 

Sey never saw Count Bernstorff and 
had never communicated with him ei- 
ther directly or indirectly until May 
31. Then, upon leaving for Europe, I 
called at the Ritz-Carlton hotel and 
spent probably two minutes and a half 
in receiving from him a perfunctory 
standardized letter such as is given to 
all newspaper correspondents. If he 
used my name as a reference for the 
embargo conference it must have been 
purely upon that unauthorized letter- 
head. Furthermore, nobody in Berlin 
ever mentioned this obscure organiza- 
tion to me.” 

British Get Boehm. 


Captain Hans Boehm, referred to in 
the German foreign office telegrams 
made public by the state department, 
was reported in cable dispatches from 
London, January 30, last, as having 
been taken off the Dutch steamer 
Zeelandia at Falmouth, bound from 
Spain for Holland. It was stated that 
Boehm, who was traveling under an 
American passport issued in the name 
of Jelks .Reroy Thrasher, of Quitman, 
Brooks county, Georgia, at first stout- 
ly maintained that Thrasher was his 
name. Later, however, when confront- 
ed by an admiralty intelligence officer 
who addressed him as “Captain Boehm,” 
he admitted his identity. 

According to the story he told Brit- 
ish officers,, Boehm, after service’ in 
the German army, went to the United 
States, where he was employed in the 
German secret service. The passport 
upon which he was traveling was de- 
clared to have been obtained through 
Boehm assuming the name of a_ well- 
known resident of the Georgia town, 
who came to New York a number of 
years ago to engage in the theatrical 
business. 

Boehm, after his arrest, was placed 
in an internment camp. 


EMBARGO IS LIFTED 
ON COAL FOR CANADA 


Washington, October 10.—The em- 
bargo on coal shipments to Canada 
was lifted today by the fuel adminis- 
tration, which decided that shipments 
can go forward thraugh lake ports 
without endangering the supply of the 
northwestern states. 

“This action was taken,” it was an- 
nounced, ‘‘because it is vital that Can- 
ada’s war industries be kept going at 
full blast in order that she may re- 
main an effective ally of America in 
the war. The American northwest 
will be properly supplied.”

It knows that the 
United States is and always hag been at 
heart a friend of the Mexican people, and 
that it can with sanguinity rely upon our 
help and our financial aid to the extreme 
limit in the reconstruction of the country 
once its political house is restored to order 
and it proves itself master of its own 
affairs. Knowing that, and knowing, too, 
that Germany’s only interest in Mexico has 
been to use it as a pawn to accomplish its 
own devilish purposes, it is only to be ex- 
pected that Mexico, sober, will eventually 
array itself on the side of the United States 
in the fight for world freedom, and against 
the traditional enemy of the things which 
the Mexican people, of all of the Latin 
American people, most crave. 

What the support of Central and South 
America will mean to us and our associates 
in this war is hard to overestimate, as would 
be, too, the disconcerting and demoralizing 
effect their enmity—even passive enmity— 
would have upon our enemy.

“BEEFLESS” TUESDAYS 


“FOUR MINUTE MEN” WILL SPEAK 
IN LOCAL PICTURE THEATERS 


The Four Minute Men, a nation-wide or- 
ganization of volunteer speakers, was or- 
ganized June 16, 1917, for the purpose of 
assisting the various departments of the 


government in the work of national defense 
during the continuance of the war, by pre- 
senting messages on subjects of vital na- 
tional importance to motion picture theater 
mudiences during the intermission. The 
subject matter is prepared and the speaking 
is directed from Washington under the au- 
thority of the government. 

The organization is a division of the com- 
mittee on public information, which com- 
mittee was created by executive order of 
the president of the United States, and has 
the direct sanction of the president. Wil- 
liam McCormick Blair is at the head of the 
organization, and in each state there is a 
state chairman, and in each city or communi- 
ty where the work is organized there is a 
local chairman of the Four Minute Men. All 
are governed by standardization instructions 
issued by the director in Washington. 

The privileges of speaking in motion pic- 
ture theaters during the intermissions is 
held by agreement with the owners and man- 


agers, who grant this permission as a mat- 
ter of patriotic service to the government. 

Captain Harrison Jones, of Atlanta,: is 
state chairman for Georgia, and Senator Wal- 
ter P. Andrews.is the local chairman for the 
city of Atlanta and Fulton county. Sena- 
tor Andrews is now busy organizing his 
corps of speakers for the fourteen theaters 
that come within his jurisdiction, and on a 
near date the Four Minute Men will make 
their simultaneous appearance in all the mo- 
tion picture theaters in this section, 

The topics spoken upon by the Four Min- 
ute Men are matters of national importance 
connected with the war plans of the gov- 
ernment. ‘They are assigned to the speakers 
by the director in Washington, for a given 
period of time, usually from one to four 
weeks. The topic to be used at any given 
time is determined by consideration of what 
is uppermost at the time. The first topic to 
be presented by the Four Minute Men in At- 
lanta will be “‘The Second Liberty Bond Is- 
sue,” to be followed by ‘Food Conservation.” 
Other topics of vital importance will follow, 
and the Four Minute Men will become a reg- 
ular feature of motion picture theaters until 
the end of the war.

that the body warmth is determined, not by

When the really hot weather of midsum- 
mer has passed and the nights begin ‘n be 
cold, then is the time to adopt the underwear 
you are to wear through the winter. Light 
werent all wool or wool silk-faced, porous

One Who wears such underclothing, to- 
gether with woolen stockings of similar 
weight or silk of lighter weight, will be 
more comfortable from now till the dogdays 
come again than one with any amount of cot- 
ton or linen armor on. Not because the wool 
iS warmer, it isn’t any warmer than cotton; 
but because it keeps the surface circulation 
better baianced, works with the vasomotor 
System, whereas cotton works against it. Bn- 
cased in this good substitute for hair; it mat- 
ters not at all what else one wears, only s0 
actual comfort, and not just habit or season 
or style be the guide in putting on additional 
clothing. One may leave off or wear on 
outer wrap or coat as he feels disposed or as 
comfort dictates. 

Individuals whé@ are cold blooded may be 
so from various causes. Insufficient exer- 
cise 18 probably the most frequent cause.

Anemia is another common cause 
of cold-bloodedness—anemia due to lack of 
sunlight, to too refined diet, to the abuse 
of headache and neuralgia medicines, to the 
excessive use of physics, to latent constitu- 
tional disease.

Malaria vs. Pulmonary Tuberculosis. 


I know from actual experience that some 
doctors do not recognize pulmonary tuber- 
culosis in certain cases, but confuse it with 
malaria.

Is it not true that the ma- 
larial parasite is always present in the 
blood of a malaria patient?

ANSWER—Unless the doctor has  thor- 
oughly examined the entire chest, fore and 
aft, with the patient bared to the waist. of 
course, he can form no actual opinion as to 
the presence or absence of incipient tuber- 
culosis. Unless the fresh blood has been 
examined under the microscope, the diag- 
nosis of maliaria must always be taken ss 
a merely tentative one. The malaria para- 
sites are always present somewhere in the 
blood, but often difficult to detect unless 


the blood specimen is taken and at once ex- - 


amined in the incipiency of the chill. In 

your city (Colorado Springs) there should be 

no malaria—unless you brought it with you 

from some malarial district. Wee 
Seed Wheat for Constipation.

+ York, October 10.—Cheered on 
by ousands of loyal rooters, the New 


York Nationals turned desperately upon 
the Chicago Americans in the _ third 
yeame of the world’s series here this 
afternoon and shut out their inter- 
Jeazue rivals, 2 to 0. It was an entirely 
different appearing team that faced the 
White Sox at the Polo grounds. For 
the first time in the present struggle, 
the Giants fought and won both victory 
and the breaks of the game. 

As was the case in the first contest 
in Chicago, the game developed into a 
Pitchers’ battle, but today it was Ed- 
die Cicotte who was forced to bow be- 
fore the prowess of the opposing hurl- 
er and the sweeping bats of the Giants. 
Pitted against Rube Benton, the star 
of the White Sox hurling corps found 
a rival as skillful as he in delivery, as 
crafty in generalship and one who re- 
fused to allow Cicotte’s teammates a 
run to ease the strain. Only six of 
the visitors reached first, five on hits 
and one on a fielder’s choice, and of 
these only two saw second base. 

Behind Benton the Giants played with 
a dash and brilliancy which were com- 
pletely missing in the two preceding 
gamés. Despite Cicotte’s fine control 
and deceptive curves, they smashed 
into his delivery in the fourth inning 
and hammered out the runs which spell- 
ed victory and restored their confidence 
for the contests to come. 

After the game the Nationals express- 
ed the belief that they would be able 
to repeat tomorrow and start westward 
Thursday night on even terms for the 
fifth game of the series set for Satur- 
day in Chicago. 

ROBERTSON AND BENTON 
HAILED AS GAME’S STARS. 


Among the fans tonight the name of 
Davis Robertson, of Norfolk, Va., is 
praised in equal proportions with that 
of Rube Benton, another southern play- 
er hailing from Clinton, N. C. Between 
them, these two diamond combatants 
from below the Mason and Dixon line 
brought about the downfall of the Chi- 
cago combination when the outlook for 
a break in the series of defeats was 
none too bright. 

For three and a half innings the op- 
posing boxmen had proved invincible, 
and the thirty-odd thousand fans pres- 
ent were settling down for a hurling 
duel when Robertson sprang into the 
calcium glare of fame. He ended the 
White Sox fourth-inning attempt to 
penetrate the pitching of Benton with 
a@ great running catch of Gandil's long, 
sizzling drive to right field, when he 
hurted himself against the concrete 
wall of the grandstand and plucked the 
ball with one hand just as it was about 
to strike the wall. Had he missed the 


catch, Gandil’s smash would have gone 
| for at least a two-base hit. 
But Robertson was not done. ‘The 
‘Norfolk player downed his fielder’s 
, Slove and, stepping into the batter's 
' box, picked one of Cicotte’s sharp- 
‘breaking low balls and drove it high and 
(far into right center. The sphere sail- 
/-ed upward and onward under the force 
| of the blow until it seemed certain that 
it would equal Felsch’s home run drive 
of the opening game. Both Jackson and 
Felsch raced frantically after the ball, 
| but it hit the bleacher fence and bound- 
‘ed away from their clutches. Robert- 
, Son was sliding into third base when 
, the ball was returned to the infield. 
| Holke followed with a two-base drive 
to left, scoring Robertson. Catcher 
Rariden, playing in place of McCarty, 
who was injured in the second battle at 
Chicago, advanced his teammate to 
third with a sacrifice, Cicotte to Gandil. 
Benton could not fathom  Cicotte’s 
curves and struck out. As Burns came 
to bat, Umpire Klem took the ball away 
from Catcher Schalk and, after exam- 
ining it carefully, threw it into the 
| Giants’ dugout, while the crowd, scent- 
Ving the “shine ball,” boohed vigorously. 
Vhen Cicotte hurled up a new white 
ball Burns hit a puzzling slow ground- 
er toward third, which scored Holke, 
who was half way to the plate when 
bat met ball. Cicotte finally captured 
the sphere and tried to retire Burns at 
first, but his thfow was wild and the 
batter continued on to second. With 
Herzog at bat the crowds were rooting 
strenuously for a-continuance of the 
hitting, but Gandil checked the rally 
with a wonderful running catch of the 
Giants’ field captain’s foul, which he 
speared one-handed as the ball was 
about to disappear among the specta- 
tors in one of the ground row of field 
boxes. That was the end of the run- 
making for the day, for after that spec- 
tacular inning both Cicotte and Benton 
pitched well-nigh perfect ball. While 
both teams got runners on the bases, 
the hits to bring them home never 
were forthcoming. 


BENTON HURLED MORE 
BALLS THAN CICOTTE. 

AS was the case in the 2 to 1 win of 
Saturday, the winning pitcher was 
farced toa_deliver more balls than his 
defeated rival. Benton today pitched 
a total of 107 balls to Cicotte’s 97, just 
as Cicotte in his victorious game 
hurled 101 to Sallee’s 85. 

During the nine innings which Ben- 
ton pitched the Giant grenadier hurled 
26 strikes, 38 balls, 14 foul strikes; the 
White Sox made 5 hits, drove out 21 
field outs and fouled 3 balls. 

Cicotte, pitching $7 times, secured 27 
strikes, 13 foul strikes, gave 26 balls 
and was fouled 5 times. The Giants 
reached him for & hits, went out 16 
times on fielding plays and J. Collins’ 
2 errors on Kauff’s drives account for 
the remainder. 

While there was little, if any, advan- 
tage between the two pitchers, it ap- 
peared to‘many as though Benton had 
more on-the ball than Cicotte. His de- 
livery came up with wide, sweeping 
curves or brokKe.with almost right angle 
slants which had the White Sox miss- 
ing or popping up most of the time. 
The Chicago twirler varied his pitch- 
ing to a greater extent than Benton, 
and his control was as perfect as usual. 
To those who saw him work in the first 
contest it appeared as though he did 
not have as sharp a curve or ‘break as
